One official, familiar with the ex- 
changes with Huerta, said today that 
the latest representations from Wash+ 
ington were not such as to place Pres- 
ident Wilson in the attitude of having 
said the last word if Huerta declined 
to abdicate. It was said that the lan- 
guage of the last representations did 
not directly call upon Huerta to resign, 
but made clear that if he had the good 
of Mexico at heart and really desired 
that some Government in Mexico City 
be recognized by the United States, he 
would retire from the situation.

Pending imprisonment, Dunbar jumped 
bail and fled to China, where he has 
been for the last 20 years. His peti- 
tion was indorsed by Consuls in China 
and other officials, who praised his 
life in Hongkong in high terms.

The law proposed by Sanders would 
dissolve the joint board and would cre- 
ate two boards, one to serve in the First 
District Court and the other in the Day- 
ton Street Court.

TENEMENT HALLS 
GOES UNENFORCED 


Building Commissioner and 
Chief of Police Can’t Decide 
Who Is Responsible. 


Building Commissioner McKelvey ana 
Chief of Police Young are performirg 
a la Alphonse and Gaston in the matter 
of .enforcing the tenement house ordl- 
nance, effective since July, that requir:s 
lights from sunset to sunrise in hall- 
ways of all abodes occupied by more 
than one family using a common éen- 
try. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff enforces 
the ordinance, Chief Young says he has 
received a few complaints from dweil- 
ers in West End apartment houses, al- 
leging that lights were not kept burn- 
ing in the entries after 9 or 10 p. rm 
These he referred to Commissioner Mc- 
Kelvey and Commissioner Starkloff, he 
says. 

McKelvey told a reporter that he had 
received a few telephone messages of 
complaint in similar cases,’which he ee 
rected to Chief Young. Several lette: 
of complaint have been received by the 
Post-Dispatch recently and a reporter 
sought to find who was supposed to be 
enforcing the law. 

“It is utterly impossible for me to en- 
force this ordinance,’’ declared McKel- 
vey. “I would’ have to keep inspectors 
out all night to examine tenement door- 
ways. I haven’t enough inspectors ‘no 
look after the work in the daytime. T.1e 
ordinance must be enforced by the Po 
iice Department.”’ 

‘“Not Function of Police.” 
Chief of Police Young said that it was 
uot the function of patrolmen to inspect 
ienements or apartment houses to geo 
that they complied with regulations of 
ihe building code. Young contends inat 
it is the duty of McKelvey or Starkiofi 
io make the examinations and only .o 
appeal to the Police Deparcment in case 
arrests are necessary. 

Young, however, said that he would 
ask the City Counselor for an opinion 
as to whether it was the duty of the 
sclice to proceed on their own informa- 
lion in prosecuting cases of violation of 
the lighting ordinance. For two months 
ue said, policemen had been making re- 
ports of violations on their beats and 
ihese had been forwarded by him to 
McKelvey. 

What Ordinance Provides. 

The ordinance imposed a fine of from 
s> to $200 for violation of the hall-light 
regulation or any other provision. It 
applies with equal force to high-class 
apartment houses and tenement dweli- 
ings in the congested districts. Bald- 
win says it was intended to prevent ac- 
cidents, robberies and trespassing, when 
the lighting provision was included. 
~Rhe bill regulates the care of tene-

All was in readiness for letting con- 
tracts to pave the road with concrefe 
when Devil’s Hole intervened. The hole 
received its sinister name years 4ag0, 
after succeeding generations of farm- 
ers had unsuccessfully tried to fill it. 
At times the rock and earth thrown 
into the hole would remain in place for 
weeks And then, just when the farm- 
ers thought they had at last succeeded 
in building a solid and substantial 
roadway, the bottom would. drop ouf. 
Thus far all -f the filling materia: 
which has been put into the hole has 
disappeared—sometimes gradually and 
sometimes suddenly. 

Bids for Filling High. 

The Highway Commissioners thought 
to solve the problem by ietting: con- 
tracts for filling the hole and building 
ecncrete retaining walls at either side 
of the road. When the bids were 
opened a few days ago it was apparent 
that the fame of Devil's Hole had spread 
afar. One contractor wanted $2600 for 
filling Devil's Hole. The lowest bid 
was $2300. 

“Well, if we can’t fill the hole we can 
go around it,’’ said the Comissioners. 
But this wasn’t as easy as it sounded. 

Ben Harmon, a farmer, owns the land 
an either side of Devil's Hole. To carry 
Bluff’ Road around the hole it will be 
necessary to make a detour through 


It is a pitfa!l for the Madi- 


Harmon's property. He has notified the 


ccmmiscioners that it will cost them 
$3000 to cut through his meadow on one 
side of the road, or $4000 to get around 
Devil’s Hole by going through his wheat 
field on the other side. 

The commissioners say that if he does 
not make a big reduction in these fig- 
ures they will ask the courts to make 
an official appraisal of Harmon's prop- 
erty as a basis for condemnation. pro- 
ceedings. Commissioner Yates told 4% 
Post-Dispatch reporter he believed th- 
land would be appraised at not mor> 
than $300 an acre. 

Just what makes Devil’s Hole so hard 
to conquer has not been determine: 
Yates and other road experts say that 
there is a stratum of quicksand unde: 
the road at that point. Others belleve 
that underground springs are responsi- 
ble for the conditions which make it im- 
possible to fill the hole.

Having wrung a “confession” from Convict 
Steve Willis by stringing him up for 20 days, War- 
den McClung is now “stringing up’’ the convict 
implicated by Willis under torture to force an- 
other “confession.” 
- Doubtless the “stringing ~up” of. Convict 
Wright, if continued long enough, will result in 
more forced information and probably in the im- 
plication of another convict. The process can be 
continued as long as Warden McClung “believes” 
a convict has guilty information and tortures him 

until he “confesses.” 

Warden McClung says he.wants to get evidence 
to convict outsiders who are supplying convicts 


up until he confesses would be thrown out of any 
court in the land. Any schoolboy could tell him 
that the torture process of obtaining information 
from prisoners and witnesses has long been cast 
aside as both cruel and useless, with other relics 
of barbarism. It would not be tolerated anywhere 
in civilized America except in prisons where bar- 
barism survives and where the victims are help- 
less against the brutal despotism of benighted 
Wardens. 

“Stringing up” is defended because it is a mild 


ical injury. It is prolonged torture. But is not 
that an argument against it? It wastes time. Se- 
verer forms would be quicker and more effectual. 
Why not revive the rack, the wheel, the thumb- 
screw and the boot? Why not equip the torture 
chamber of the Missouri Penitentiary with the 
most efficient and approved instruments by which 
information may be wrung from unwilling or ig- 
norant witnesses? 

If Warden McClung would properly equip the 
penitentiary and use methods and instruments 
of torture whose efficiency to obtain “confes- 
sions” and “information” were demonstrated a 
thousand years ago, he could obtain in a brief 
time any “confession” or “information” he wants. 
He could have all his beliefs and suspicions veri- 
fied by involuntary testimony. 

Let us vring the Missouri Penitentiary up to 
the highest standard of its practices. It is ex- 
celled even by the Russian prisons. 
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The Senate is giving a little, trouble in the mat- 
ter of currency legislation, but not as much as 
when rate-regulation and pure food measures 


were pending.

Senator Reed insists that he has been misrep- 
resented concerning his attitude towards the 
currency bill.

“the gun behind the door’ varies in the several 
large cities which have written it into their char- 
ters. 

San Francisco’s charter authorizes a recall elec- 
tion on petition of 10 per cent of the registered 
voters; Los Angeles, 20; Seattle, 25; Denver, 25; 
Portland, Ore., 25; Oakland, Cal., 15; Omaha, 30; 
Lowell, 20; Spokane, 20; Trenton, 25; Lynn, 25; 
Des Moines, 25; Lawrence, 25; Tacoma, 25;- Kan- 
sas City, Kas., 26; St. Joseph, 26; Birmingham, 
3000 votes. 

Seattle and Los Angeles have used the recall: 
Seattle to dismiss Mayor Hiram Gill for too fla- 
grant affiliation with disorderly elements and for 
oppressive treatment of radical street speakers; 
Los Angeles to dismiss a local Police Judge for 
being too lenient to male offenders against young 
women. In both cases women voters were chief- 
ly instrumental in the recall campaigns. 
Twenty-five per cent seems to be the favorite 
figure. If adopted in St. Louis’ new charter, it 
would call for approximately 45,000 signatures — 
a number next to impossible to get except in a 
case of the gravest emergency. A larger number, 
too, than any little trouble-hunting faction could 
command.

ST. LOUIS’ FIRST NEED. 
By Frank Putnam. 

St. Louis’ first need is better transportation fa- 
cllities. 

St. Louis needs a third more cars on the sur- 
face street railways, to end a condition which 
thousands daily find loathseme and intolerable; 
Which visitors to St. Louis report back home to 
St Louls’ discredit, and which must prevent many 
self-respecting people from coming to this city 
to make homes. Most of the surface car lines 
need to be lengthened. Over a fourth of the area 
of the city is now more than a quarter mile from 
any car line. 

St. Louis needs a rapid transit subway running 

- from the river bridges west to the city limits, en- 
ebling suburbanites and dwellers in the western 
residence districts to come downtown in comfort 
and in 16 minutes, instead of in 40, 50 or 60 min- 
utes, jammed in dirty, badly ventilated, grossly 
overcrowded surface cars. 

St. Louis ‘needs interurban railways from the 
east over the city bridge, and from the south, 
west and north, bringing ten traders and pleas- 
ure seekers here from tributary territory for one 
that comes now. These interurban’ lines should be 
required to run all their cars around a loop en- 
@ircling the downtown business district. They 
should be united in a central traction depot, con-. 
véniently situated, like that which distinguishes 
— among the progressive cities of the

“Please explain,” says a letter writer, “how, As all the blown parts of a cracker might! 
when the free bridge is completed, trains can 
come into the city without paying toll to the 
Terminal R. R., as they will have to use the 
Terminal tracks and Union-Station in order to 
come into the city?” 

A railroad using the free bridge ‘will pay no 
“toll” to the Terminal company for the use of 
its tracks and Union Station. What it will pay 
will be its pro rata of the expense of maintaining 
the tracks and station, as any road noW, using 
those tracks and station must pay. This expense 
will be absorbed in the general expense account 
of the roads, and cannot be charged against ship- 
pers using the lines. 

The United States Supreme Court decided that 
the Terminal Association was virtually a trust 
and ordered it to eliminate its trust features. 
Following the decision, the association was re- 
organized and, as the Post-Dispatch pointed out, 
every monopoly feature was eliminated but one— 
a discriminative charge on coal shipped from IIli- 
nois mines to St. Louis. This “arbitrary” on coal 
may be abolished in the final decree of the Su- 
preme Court. It is now under consideration. 
Testimony as to rates will also be taken shortly 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission, at 
u hearing in St. Louis.

SUIT PENDING 19 
YEARS DECIDED 
BY JUDGE KINSEY 


Claim of Lawyer Against Former 
Senator John B. Hender- 
son Is Affirmed. 


A suit which was filed in the Circuit 
Court 19 years ago was decided by Judge 
Kinsey, Monday. 

The plaintiffs, Patrick F. Keleher and 
William C. Little, who were partners in 
the brokerage business, alleged that 
former United States Senator John B. 
Henderson of Missouri was indebted to 
them $10,000 as their share of a fee of 
$20,000 alleged to have been received by 
Henderson and his former law partner, 
George H. Shields, in litigation over 
the collection of bonds issued by Knox 
County, Mo. 

Keleher and Little averred that in 1878, 
they made an agreement with Hender- 
son’s law firm by which they were to 
get 50 per cent of the fee obtained by 
the lawyers in suits to collect on the 
bonds. According to their petition, this 
was to be their compensation for pro- 
curing assignments from the holder of 
the -past due Knox County bonds. and 
coupons. It was alleged no part of the 
rlaintiffs’ share had been paid, although 
it became due in 1894. 

Held lIAttle’s Note. 

Henderson, who was the only defend- 
ant in the case, contended that some of 
the bonds which the plaintiffs claimed 
to be entitled to compensation for were 
not involved in the suits mentioned by 
them and that they had no part in 
their collection, He said if anything 
was due it was much less than they rep- 
resented and also that he held a note 
of Little for $2500 as security for pay- 
ment of which Little had assigned his 
interest in whatever claim the brokerage 
firm had against the law firm. The evi- 
dence showed $1315 due on this note. 

After it had been eight years in court 
Jchn W. Dryden was appointed referee 
to try the issues in the case. A year 
later he made a finding, from which 
both sides appealed, and the Supreme 
Court, 
ruling and directed that a new trial 
bs held.
